Wo did not visit many o! the Barean agents in
this State, owing to the inacoessibliaty or the stations,
but confined our mspsstion manly to the disiriots,
the hondguarters ol whioh are Columbin, Charleston,
and Hambure,

Brevet Major-Geveral Boott, ths prosont Assistant

ommissioner of the Bureaw, upon enfering upon
the discharge of his dui s, great'y reducoed the ssue
of rations to freedmen, ho mmpplios turnished
oconsisted of pork or bacon, tresh boof, flour, or
so't bread, hard bread corn meal, beans, peas, and
hominy, sngar, vioesar, gandles, soap, salt and
poepper. The reduction of the lesue of rations

by Genera! Seotr sinoe taking charee of the
affiirs of the Bwmean in South Caroiins, olearly
indiontes, in our judgment, that his pmimrwm.
Cenoral Saxton, tmued a much larger number of
rations than would have been required had he pur.
rued tho wise poliey since insugurated by General
Beott of empioving proyer means to indnoe the Ireéed-
men {0 labor, insicad of enc uraging them to depend
upon {he Government for support. We tlunk there
will bo 1o necossity for tho meuing of rationsin this
departmont to either 1 edmen or “relogees,’ be-
ond the present seasom, if the polioy of Genoral

ot 4 oarmied out.

BURRAU PLANTING AT COLUMBIA,

The first point in South Carolina where we com-
menced our Inveatigation was Columbia, Here we
found Brevet Bneaaler-General Ely, Sub-Assistant

v Uommissloner of the Buroan, who has charge of a

district which embraces ae mdefinite pumber of
countiea We were unable to obtatn from hima
slatement of (he extont of territory over whioh he
rtﬂldnd. fur the rea-on that he mmselif did not know
he Mimits of his juriediotion. b offieor 18 qu'to ex-
tensively engaaod in the cnltivation of plantations,
His pant ny intorests in the vicimty ot Columbia
required 8o much of hin time that, 10 one instance,
5‘ ‘eul. wo found he hod seriously neg.ected lus
ut o
Genoral Ely stated to ug that he was oultivating
two planintions on Government acconnt leased by
hiteselt a8 Burcuu Agent, at a cash rent of flve thou-
sand dollars a year. On hree othor plantations he
stuted thet ho bna put frecdmon to work and fur.
pished them with Government rations, which were
to be paid for out ol their crops.  Oue ol these plan-
tatiomns, he atterwards said, bad been ronted by Wil
liam B. Shepley, of the 25th Oo Intautry, who had
been a olerk in s office, He (General Biy) had put
the freedmon to work on the plantation while Step.
ley was away at hus home, and had promised to give
them ome-uall of the crop.

A PHILANTHROPIU CHATLAIN,

Chaplain M, French, U. 8, C. T,, Burean Mis-
sionary and Superintondent of Marriage Helations,
and L'eutennut L., J, Lelt, Sub-Assistant Com mis-
gioner, having charge ol & freedmon’s camp nt
Coaileston, are in partnorship with Mrs Hanehan,
of Charleston, in cultivativg & plautation on Edisto
Island. They furnished fifteen hundred dolisis in
monry to earry on the plantation, and aroto re-
ceive one-half the oot profts of the underiaking,
They purchase supplwes in Charleston and lorwara
them to the plantution. Chap ain Frenon explained
to ue that mak'ne this agreement with Mes,
Hanehanj] be was actuated soiely by a desire to
asbist her to fuinish labor tor the poor freedmen;
but with even an ordiuary erop Le wul not receive
leas than two buudred and filiy to threo hundred
per cont on the money advanced,

When we calied the attention of General Seott to
the planting ofent.ona of General El, Chapain
Frenoh, and Lieutenant Lott, he evinood his disap-
probation of the uction of tuese officers,

GERERAL BOOT1'S8 ADMINIBTHATION,

Under the guidanes of (zeneral Seott the condition
of the freedmen iu Ubharleston has beun very muoh
improved, and the bad fecling wiioh had grown up
between the whites and bincks under the former
admipistration 18 graduully wearing away. Moat of
the freodmen are now st work, and receive good

ey SEA 1BLANDS,

On the 13th of May we wit Caarleston by steamer,
and visited tirst tho sea islands an tue coast of South
Carollna, whioh have been and stiti are, together
with the islands on the coast of Georgls, under tue
exolumive coutrol of the Freodwmen's Bareau, Thore
are on those isiands one hundrod und o rty-one valid

sessory titles to land beld by the treedmen undor
be order of Geneis' Sherman. They encumber
thirty-two plantatious, sitaated on James, Johuns,
Wadmalaw, and Edisto Isiands,

1he number of freedmen now on all the South
Carolina islands is about thirty thousand. They
form, however, but a proportion o1 tho aegregate
number who huve occagned the inlands since Gen-
eral shermau’s order was issued. Mauy of those
who fl bere remained on the islands but a
short time, and 1hen returned to their homes on the
muin land: othirs who made small erops gathered
them in and left to se.k other more profitable em.
ploy mont.

TORT ROYAL,

There are no land grants under General Sher-
man's ordor on Port Royal Island, bat the freed
people hold und are cultivating a considerable por-
tion of thas island undor tax titles, Somse of them
made thar third cron last sesson on  those Iaonds;
but, notwithstanding the advautages thus enjoyed,
they are nearly all of them now In destiiute circams
stances. Thelr present impoverished condition s
attribu able to the isot that their crops were pur-
chased by Beaulfort storekeepers and othors st
meroiy nominal rates, in most instancss at loss than
@ fourth o1 their 1eal value, Theso thnfty traders,
many 01 whom maao their advent at Beaufort with
the army, purchased the Sea Island cotion of the
{reodmen at ten centa a pound in toe sead, and have
this season already sooured mortgares on a large
proportion of ths (roedmon's d:.;.romug orops, 1o
someinstanoces even on thewr lands,

From St Ca‘harine's we went to Sapelo Islands
whieh Is euitivated exclusive'y by Messrs. Dickson
and McBrice. The freedmon here are working the
land for two-thurds of the crop, and so iar as we
cou d peroeive, were we'l treatea and oared for, and
will make money 1 thev can te protected from the
bad mfluonce of an uvnprincipled man who oame
among them fast year with & permit trom Captan
Keotolnm, Bureau asent under Gonersl Saxton,
bourhit the'r coiton at ten cents s pound in the seed,
and pud them mafuly in whisky, [lis vielous man
has exerted such sn evil mfloeoce over these [rewd-
men a8 to make thom dissatistied with ao exceedingly
hberal coutract, On

thore are eighteen valid land grants encumboring four
Inntations. There are Letw ¢en five and six hundrod
eedmen on the (Bland, most of whom are working
for wagos, are well fed, ana appear to be perfootly
contented. On two of the pisutetions they wore
working without formal con'racts, but we were as-
sured by the Burean agent that thess freedmen roliod
oou&denll{hlon boing 1airly dealt with by thewr em.
r;o;m-. r vigit to this lsland sarisfiod us that toe
recdmen there were dolng exccodingly well,

OGECHER RIVER ERTTLEMENT,

This wttlement, embracing origina'ly sevoral hun-
dred freed people, the largest colony on the coast
under Ginersl Sherman’s order, was last year under
the control of Hev. Mr F[dfany, au agont ol the
gnmlu appointed fo thut postion by Geneial

axton,

On taking charge of this sottlement Mr. Tiffany
hired twonty-five froedmen asa guard, armed thom
with Uuited States mu-kets, snd wsed thom to pro-
veot any white man entermg the settioment Evon
United States officors who had not Mr. [iillany’s pass
were halted gud wore refused the use of the GGovorns
ment bont to crosa the Oucches river, This guard of
twanty-five men, who served the entire sonson, were
to be paid out of the proceods of the rios orep raisod
by the (recdmen of the se tlement, Mr T.ffany gave
them ovihificates for tha amount doe them, whloh
cortiflentes ihey still hold, but ure unable to get
el hor rice or money

WHAT BECAME OF THE RICE CROYP,

A'l the freed peopie of this colony were supnlied
thr. ugh the 8 asou with Government rations, whioh
were to bo pald for out of thelr erops. We wero in-
formed by the Bureau offlcors of the departmont that
none of these mtlons have ever beon ropaid. A very
gons.derab’e crop of vo was made by the fresdmen,
and Mr, Tilmoy, the szent, advertigod sixty thou-
saund bushels o1 it for sale  General Tison who had
1o the interim assumed charge of the Burean for
Grorgia, seoing the advertisement, ordered the salo
1o be suspended, und notified Mr Tiffany that only
bonded oflioers were authorized to sell Government

plg?erl'r.

» What disposition was oventually made of this ries
crop, or who reodived the profits of It, we weore un.-
able te ain. Mr Tifuny shortly alter this re.
tired w r voluntarily or otherwise, can only
be dotarmined by the records, which are net witain
our reach, Most ot tao froed peoplo of tho setile.

It
seoms that Davie' counsel gamned the substantial
concurrence of the Judg: and the Attorney-General
to all the pointe they raised, for both aamitted it
woe & Lailablo offonse; but the Radionls got wind of
the probable termination ot the affair, and brought all
the pressore possible to bear against Davis' liberation,

Soveral days sinoo
Mr, Flizpatiick, throngh ms counsel apolied lor a
legal injunction to restrain Mr, Chirds rrom making
varfous aiterntions in the rear wal of ks promises,
which be declared would prove prejudicial 10 bis in-
terests. The complainant contended that his leaso of
the premises was yet unexpired, while the respond-
ent dec'ared that it had loog since overran, aad that
the tenant remained upon hs sulleranoen'one, The
onse v s decided against the tenant, out the irste
proj rietor deciared to his lawyars that bhe cos.d not
sulmit to the deosion, and maintained his position,
in spite of their wdvice to Keep cool, and not run
alonl ol the law,

At six o'clock this morning proparations wore
made 1o put the siock and fixiures of the entire es-
tablishmont upon the strect, and thus logally dis-
possoss the tepant,

FPreviously an entrance through the last wall from
the adjoining store had been nearly effeoted. Tuis
morning the aporture was found to strongly bar-
ricaded from within, A workman attempfed to
remove the obstructions, but he was speedily firod
uvpen once by aperson within, who was in company
with the proprietor, The front door was then uns
willingly ope ned by those within, and thus an en.

I'wo
wol's have been sunk. one to the depth ot 240 1ept,
but ns ret no oll has made its appearance, Ata
dopth of 12 feot gns and a kind of oily matter was
diggovered, but the real article has 1allod to appear.

I'he mow oil territory 18 about five miles distant
from the beart ol the oltv, and is enclosed with a
femee. Tbe engines are working daly, and large
crowds of people flock there tosee the modus onerandi,
None are allowed to enfer fhe promises jnst now.
The company evidently want to be a little more suo-
oossful it possible, betore the eurfous will be allowed
admittance, 1t olt should be di-cove-ed &0 near our
city, it will be an immense sensation, aud we can-
pot tell where the matter will end.
